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t HISTORY OF THE SIEUR D'ANGLADE. 
[From the Romance of real Life, by Charlotte Smith, a 
book tranflated, and in fome parts abridged, from the 
celebrated French work entitled ** Les Caules Celebies,”’ 
HE Count Montgomery rented part of an 
hotel in the Rue Royale at Paris. The 
ground floor and firit hoor were occupied by him ; 
ne fecond and third by the Sieur d’Anglade. 

The Count and Countefs de Montgomery had 
an e@tablithment fuitable to their rank and fauion ; 
they kept an almoner, and feveral male and fe- 
male fervants, and their horfes and equipage were

a (who wasa gentlemen, though ofan inferior rank

; obably d’ Anglade increafed his income by play; 
t, onthe frie inquiry, it did not appear 

‘ that any difhonourable actions could be imputed 

# to him. The Count-and Countels de Montgome- 
- ry lived ona footing of acighbourly civility with 
Monfieur and Madame d’Anglade; and without 
being very intimate, were always on friendly 
terms, ; 

Some time in September 1687, the Count and 
Countels propofed  patling a few days at Ville- 
boufin, one of their country houfes; they infor- 
med Monfieur and Madame d’Anglade of their 
defign, and invited them to be of the party. Trey 
accepted it; but the evening before they were to

The Count T epeorry that a ftrange prefenti-_ 
ment of impending evil bung over him, and de- 
termined bim to recurn to the city of Paris a day 
fooner than he intended. Certainit is, that in- 
ftead of ftaying tll Thurfday, as they propofed, 
they came beck 01 Wednefday evening. On 
theit coming 20 the hotel a few moments before 
their (rvants (who followed them on horfeback), 
“they Obferved chat the door of a room on the 
: floor, ‘where thcir men-fervants flept,.was 
a jar, though the almoner, whoalwayskept the 

key, ¢ locked it when he went_away. 

Monfear d’Anglade, who was out when they 
ame home,- returned to bis lodgings about ele- 
wen o'clock; -bringing with him two friends, 

‘with whem-he had fupped at the Prefident Ro- 
“berts’s. On entering, he was told that the Coont 
“and Countefs were returned, at which, it is faid, 
“he appeared much furprized.— However, he went

next morning the Coust de Montgomery difco- | 
vered that tne lock ot nis ftrong box had been 
opened “by a falfe key, from which had been 
taken thirteen fmall facks, eaca containing a 
thoufand livres im filver; eleven thouland ave 
hundred livres in gold, being double piftoles; 
and an hundred louis d’ors of a new coinage au 
Coadon, together with a pearl necklace, worth 
four thoufand livres, 

The Count as foon as he made this difcovery, 
went to the Police and preferred his complaint, 
defcribing the fums taken from him, and the 
pieces in which thofe tums were. ‘The Lieu- 
tenant of the Police went directly to the hotel ; 





where, from the belt circumitances, it elearly 
appeared, that the robbery mult hive been com- 
mitted by fome one who belonged to the houle, 
Monfieur and Madame d’Any lade earneitly deiir- 
ed to have their apartments and their jervants 
examined ; and trom fome obfervativns he then 
wade, or fome prejudice he had before enter- 
tained againft Monicur.and Madame d’Anglade, 
the Lieutenant of the Police feems to have con- 
ceived the moit difadvantageous opinion of them, 
and to have been fo far prepoilefled with an idea 
of their guiit, that he did not tutficiently inveti- 
gate the looks and the conduct of others. In 
purfuance, however, of their deiire to have their 
rooms fearched, he followed them thither, and 
looked narrowly into their drawers, clofets, and 
boxes; unmade the beds, and fearched the mat- 
trafles and. the paiiliafies*. On the floor they 
themfeives inhabiced, nothing was found: he then 
propofed afcending to the attic ftory, to which 
Monfieur d’Anglade readily confented. Madame 
d’Ang)ade excuted hericlf trom attending, fay- 
ing that fhe was ill and weak. However, her 
hufband went up with the Officer of jufice, and 
all was readily {ubjeed to his inipection In 
looking into an oid trunk, filled with cloaths, 
Femnants and parchments, he found a rouleau of 
feventy louis d’ors au Cordon, wrapt in g print- 
ed paper, which printed paper was a genealogi- 
cal table, which the Couat fai was his. j 
This feems to have been the circumitance which 
fo far confirmed the before groundlefs and flight 
fulpicions of the Lieutenant of the Police, that 
it eccafioned the ruin of thefe unfortunate people. 
As foon as thefe feventy louis were brought to 
light, the Countde Montgomery infifted upon it 
that they were his; though, as they were in 
common circulation, it was as impoffible for him 
to fwear to them as to any other coin. He de- 
clared, however, that he had no doubt but that 
Monfiewr and Madame d’Anglade had robbed 
him; and faid that he would anfwer for the he- 
nefty of all his own people ; and that on this oc- 
cafion he could not but recollect that the Sieur 
Grimauder, who had before occupied this hotel, 
which Monfeur de Anglade had inhabited at the 
fame time, bad loft a veluable piece of plate. 
It was therefore, the Count faid, very probable 
that d’A 
beries, which had happened in the fame place 
while he inhabited it. -

TO oS Oren 
On this rovleau of feventy louis d’ors, the 
Lieutenant ef the Police feized. He bid Mon- 
fieur d’Anglade count them; he did fo, but ter 
rified at the imputation of gut, and of the fs 
tal coniequence which im France often follows 
the imputation only, his hand trembied as he did 
it; he was tenfible of it, and faid—*] trem 
ble.”"——This emotion, fo natural even to inno 
cence, appeared, in the eyes of the Count and 
the Lieutenant, a corroboration of his guilt. 
After this examination, they defcended to the 
ground floor, where the almoner, the page, and 
the valet de chanibre were accuitomed to fleep 
togesher, in a ima!! room. Madame d’Angiade 
deured the officer of the Police to remark, that 
the door of his apartment had been left open, 
and that the valet de chambre probably knew 
why ; of whom, therefore, enquiry thould be 
made. Nothing was more natural than this ob- 
flefled with 
an opinion Of the guilt of d’Aniglade and his 
wife, this remark feemed to confirm it; when in 
a corner of this roém, where the wall formed « 
little recefs, five of the facks were difcovered, 
which the Count had lof; in each of which 
was a thofand livres; and a fixth, from which 
upwards of two hundred had beentaken. After 
this, no farther enquiry was made, nor any of the 
fervants examined. 

The guilt of Monfieur and Madame d’Anglade 
was afcertained, in the opinion of the Lieuta- 
aant of the Police and the Count de Montgome- 
sys and, en no ftronger grounds than the cir- 
comftance of finding the feventy louis d’ors, the 
emotion fhewn by d’Anglade while he counted 
them, and the remark made by his wife, were 
thefe unfortunate people committed to prifon. 
Their effetts were feized. Moniieur d’ Attiglade 
was thrown iato a du in the Chatélet; and 
his wife, who was with child, and her little girl 
about four years old, were fent to fort l’Eveque ; 
while the itri¢teft orders were given that no per- 
fon whatever fhauld be admitted to them. 

Th profecution now commenced, and the 
Lieutenant ‘of the Police, who had committed 
the unhappy man, Was to be his jadge. D’An- 
glade appealéd, and atcempted to inftitute a fuite 
againit him, and make him a party, in order to

Witnef- 
fes were examined, but, far from their being

The Archduke Charles, with a part of his army, had 
} marched to arreft the progrefs of General Me cau, who 
coatiaued viGorious. 

The approach of Peace was confidered as very uncertain 
when the Difpatch left France, alihoughan Eaglith Agent 
was hourly expeéled at Paris; the papers fay that Lord 
Malm fbury was appointed the negotiator.

Mr Harris, now Lord Mifsburg,: asthe Fiench Jour- 
nalilt calls him, is the peifon fent to France by the Britith 
Government, and is hourly expedied at Paris. 

The Archduke’s army did not undertake amy thing 
from the s7th to the 28th of Seprember. Kleber attacked 
and-dcfeated the Auftiians during that time in feveral par- 
ual engagements---On the agth the Archduke attacked the 
famous tetede pont near Neuwied on the 1ight bank of 
the Rhine, but was repulied with great lols---Oathe goth 
of September, the Archduke left the lower Rhine and the 
Mein with 15000 men in order to prevent being furroun- 
ded by Moreau; he left the command of the :emuant yf 
his powerful army to General Werneck. 

The official sscounts from the army of the Sambre and 
Meule, do not react further than the scth of September, 
when the dividons of Hardy, Lefevie, aad Championet, 
purfued g Auftrian columns beyond the river Seltz—- 
Bournonville had taken the command in chief of the army, 
and there was every probability that this army would foon 
drive the Auftrians from the Lahn and the Mein. 








WETZLAR, Sept. r9. 

The greateft anxiety prevailed ‘here about the iffue of 
the aétion near Limbourg, on the 16th, on our learning 
that the French had received a acinforcement of 15,000 
mea from the Army of the North, and that alter a feverc 
engagement, they had fucceeded In afcending an important 
height near Limbourg. Our anxiety fill increeied, on 
hearing that though the Impetialifts had, on the 16th, ta- 
ken from the French feveral important pofts near Gueflen, 
they were forced by. them to recrofs the Lahn, and that the 
Auftriaas had joft feven hundred men in that affair. At 
length, however, we learn, that the Archduke after an 
extremely bloody confli&t, has proved vidtorious over the 
French. By this victory our neighborheod is happily de- 
livered from all apprehenfions, Seon after the Auftrians 
had defeated the Fiench near Limbourg, and advanced 
beyond the Lahn, it was impoflible for Jourdan to. mainé 
tein himfelf in this neighborhood ; and the fignal having 
been given, the centre of the Freoch army, which was on- 
camped in this vicinity,as well as the head quarters, which 
were at Kiofter Alvenberg, a wile difteut from our city, 
broke up in the might oc the 16th. The horfe batteries, 
the Auftrian cavelry, and the battalion of Manfredini, allio 
broke up immediately io purfuit of the Freach, and yefter- 
day mosuing we icarned, that the French were greatly har- 
raffled by the artillery in their retreat. 

Another warm engagement happened a}fo ow the 16th, 
_near Weilbourg, ia which General Haddizk beatthe Preach, 
took 6000 prifumers, and 12 pieces of connon.
